Allowance 

Claims 7, 9, 11, 13, and 15 - 18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious having an epoxy equivalent of 100 to 300 g/eq, in an amount of 15 to 80 mass 
percent based on the total amount of the composition and a photo-acid generator in an amount of 
0.1 to 5 mass percent and an epoxy monomer in an amount of 17 to 82 mass percent based on the 
total amount of composition.
